March 
masked men rode into this city 
o'clock Tuesday morning and marched 
the lockup, battered down the door, seized 
Odili Summers, alias “Rheuben Blue.” a 
notorious character of this place, and at 
the muzzie of revolvers compelled him 
strip naked while the murcury was near 
the zero mark. 

Forty jJashes with a twisted rope were then 
given him, each lash drawing blood. Sum- 
mers prayed for mercy, but to no avail. 

A phyeician who attended Summers eays 
it will be several weeks before he can walk. 
Jiis sufferings are terrible. : 

The mob next went to the home of Perry 
Chaney, a teameter, and told him to pro- 
duce his nephew, James Juckson, wio the 
mob claimed had used ineulting language 
to a lady. Chaney refused and he was 
roughly handled. Chaney's son made a 
move td protect Jackson, and was prompt- 
ly made to strip and stand out in the snow. 

Jackson was found, however, and given 
2 lashes. He is a emall boy, not of age. 

The mob next visited the homes of Joe 
Asbury, Denny Stephens, Riley Yates, Jes- 
se Yates and Ben Munkers. The men were 
ail stripped and given 40 lashes each. 

Asbury was told to sell his property and 
leave, if he refused, he would be hung. 
The others were given three days time to 
leave town. All are married except one. 
The victims of the mob's vengeance say 
that these persecutors accuse them of va- 
rious petty crimes, but claim that they 
are innocent. 

The persona who compose the mob are 
not known to the authorities, dut Chaney, 
one of the victims, claims to have recog- 
nized one of the number.

Without Hope of Recovery From

HONOLULU, March 1, via San Francis- 
co. March 8.—Princess Kaiulani is on her 
death bed and aithough she was still alive 
when the steamer Alemenda left for San 
Francisco, she cannot survive another 24 
hours. Rheumatism of the heart ie the 


cause of her illness. 

Kaiulani claims to be the rightful heir 
to the throne of Hawaii. She was educated 
in England. Her father is a Scotchman 
and her mother a native of Hawaii. She is 
23 years old. 

When she took the oath of allegiance to 
the Republic of Hawali, she was granted a 
liberal pension and the last Legisiature re- 
newed the allowance. Some weeks ago a 
paper was circulated among the business 
men, praying the United States Congress 
to make some provision for the young wo- 
man. The paper is now in Washington.

IN THE BESCH TRIAL. 


ACQUITTAL IS LOOKED FOR. 


Testimony Has Not Been Brought In, 
So as to Strongly Impress the 


Jury. 


The State closed its case in the trial of 
City Register Henry Besch and Sprinkling 
Superintendent George Reichmann at noon 
Wednesday. Attorney Orrick®Bishop im- 
mediately filed a written demurrer to the 
evidence, maintaining that the State had 
not mace a case and asking the d‘scharge 
of the defendants. 

The expectation is that if the demurrer 
is not sustained, the defendants will be ac- 
quitted. The evidence has not been brought 
out convincingly. It was shown that Muel-

tails. I am not a statistician nor an expert. 
but I hope to prove capable of giving the 
census a good organization, so that when 
the work of enumerating the population and 
collecting the statistics begins we can g0 
right ahead without losing any time. The 
enumeration, as you know, does not begin 
untii the Ist of June, 1900. Under the law 
the census is to relate specifically to four 
items—population, mortality statistics, the 
presucts of agriculture and manufactur- 
ng and mechanical establisnments. The 
reports covering these four branches must 
be completed in two years. Then we are 
authorized to take up special questions, 
including statistics relating, among other 
things, to insane, blind and deaf persons, 
criminal and reformatory institutions, pub- 
lic indebtedness, electric telephone and tele- 
kraph business, transportation. mines and 
mining. We are given three years in which 
to publish this great mass of information.” 


It is understood that the real work of the 
census taking will devolve aimost wholly 
upon Gov. Merriam’s fast assistant, Dr. 
Frederick Howard Wines of Springfield, 
lil., who is a man of special fitness for 
the work. Soon after the war Dr. Wines 
was appointed secretary of the newly cre- 
ated Board of State Commissioners of pub- 
lic charities, a position he has occupied, 
with a single brief interval, for 30 years. 
His duties as secretary required him to 
take an active part in shaping the legis- 
lation of Illinois concerning its unfortu- 
rates, the subjects of State care. as well 
ae in supervising the management of the 
State institutions, including the auditing of 
their accounts and the preparation of esti- 
mates for the biennial appropriations. 

During the period Mr. Wines has filled 
the position of secretary of the National 
Prison Association, president of the N«- 
tional Conference of Charities and Correc- 
tion and expert special agent of the tenth 
census in i8 for the collection 
and tabulation of statistics relat.ng 
to defective, dependent and delinquent 
Classes, and of the eleventh census 
in i890 for the collection of etatistics 
relating to crime, pauperism and benevo- 
lence. The statistical atlas of the Un-ted 
States, first published in 1870, was his con- 
ception, and he furnished some of the sta- 
tistical diagrams published in that work. 

Mr. Wines was sent by the State of IIli- 
nois as a delegate to the International 
Prison Congress at Stockholm, Sweden, in 
1878. The Hospital for the Ingane at Kan- 
kakee, the first inetitution of its class or- 
ganized in the Unijjed States upon the cot- 
tage or village sy™em, was his creation, 
and he is at present engaged in the prep- 
aration of plans for an asylum to accom- 
modate 200 insane patients at Peoria, III. 
Mr. Wines is a member of the Committee 
of Fifty for the Investigation of the liquor 
problem, of which President Eliot of Har- 
vard University is the chairman.

IMPERIAL TROOPS DEFEATED. 


CcTIES CAPTURED AND WOMEN 
AND CHILDREN MASSACRED. 


————— 


Famine Will Follow the Insurrec- 
tion, as the Natives Have 
Fled, Leaving the Crops 
Unharvested. 


VICTORIA, B. C., March 8.—Details of tne 
Insurrection in the central provinces of 
China, received by the Empress of Indla, 
State that the rebel force and imperial 
troops met in a pitched battle on Jan. 
and the latter were defeated with great 
slaughter. Hundreds were killed, and their 
bodies, after having been mutilated, were 
thrown into the river until, according to : 
correspondent of the Chira Mail, the 
stream Was like a log-jammed creek. 

After the defeat of the imperial troops, the 
Victorious rebels swept on to the cilles of 
Kuyang and Meng-Sheng, which they took 
after a short ele 2e. As soon as they passed 
the walls, they massacred men, women and 
children, and performed all manner of re- 
volting cruelties. They then burned the 
captured towns 

After these succeeses the rebels Bg gee 
on to Shachow and Kauchon. The gates of 
the former city were opened by ‘ayinge- 
thizgers within, and the horrors witnessed 
a@t their first two captures were re-enacted, 

Kauchon held out for some time. At 
length Niu and his followers gained an en- 
trance to begin their slaughter. As a re- 
venge for his having held the city against 
the rebels the unfortunate commandant of 
the garrison was butchered with savage 
cruelty. It is said 21%) men, women and 
children fell in the struggle attending the 
capture of the city. 

It is feared a great famine will follow the 
insurrection, for so terrified are the natives 
that the crops have all been left standing 
“und will not be harvested.

COUNTRY MEMBERS PROTEST. 


CLAIM -THAT COUNTY FUNDS 
WILL BE CRIPPLED. 


The Proposed Measure Gives the State 
$200 a Year and the Counties 
$400 From Each License, 
Doubling the Revenue. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 8 —The 
Senate Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence reported favorably Auditor Seibert’s 
revenue bill to give the State $200 a year 
and the counties $400 from each saloon li- 
cense, thus doubling the State’s revenue 
from this source, 

Senator Dowell opposed the bill on the 
ground that the bill took too much reve- 
nue from the counties, and would seriously 
cripple them. He offereai, an amendment 
which would add $50 a year to each saloon 


license, for State purposes, thus putting 
the burden of the additional revenue upon 
the saloonists, 

Senator Ore hard favored 
Saying it Was a matter of necessity in or- 
der to maintain the State’s credit. He 
thought saloon licenses were high enough, 
ana should not be increased, but that ev- 
ery man, woman and child in the State 
should be will! ing to sac rifice something to 
keep up the credit of the State. Senator 
Young of Kansas City opposed the Seibert 
bill, saying that his county would lose 
about $99,000 of revenue a year. Senator 
Morton earnestly supported the Seibert bill 
on patriotic grounds. Auditor Seibert. 
whose heart is bound up in this bill, was a 
listener during the debate. His bill is the 
ene which the Democrats in caucus agreed 
to pass.

Russia Will Weleome America 
to China. 


COUNT CASSINI'S SOFT WORDS.

COMPARES HIS COUNTRY TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 


There Is No Talk of Alliance, but He 
Thinks the Interests of the Two 
Governments Are Largely Iden- 
tical in the Far East. 


Special to the Poat-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Russian 
Ambassador, Count Cassini, is probably the 
best authority in Washington on certain 
phases of the Eastern question. He was for 
many years the Czar’s representative at 
Pekin, and it was he who obtained from 
China the first important re- 
garding the Siberian railroad. Count Cas- 
sini consented to-day to give the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent his views on the Chi- 
nese question. 

“There are so many ways of viewing the 
‘open door’ proposal and so many interpre- 
tations to be placed upon it,’ said the 
Russian Ambassador, ‘“‘that it is a delicate 
subject to discuss. I took issue with Lord 
Beresford, and I think made my position 
quite plain. Now a new aspect is presented, 
and we are faced with the proposition 
which Italy’s action in China has made 
yy Russia's attitude is not changed 
yy this action. We have never opposed 
the open door, and consequently we can 
take no other attitude than that which has 
been officially announced from our Foreign 
Office many times. 

“But we are wondering what our great 
neighbor to the west—the United States-— 
will do in this emergency. 

“It would seem now that the United 
States will be forced by the necessities of 
the case to take part in the deliberations 
of the natiotn concerning China's commer- 
clal existence. Like in Russia, there are fn 
the United States tremendous interests at 
Stake, a world in itself, where the wealth 
ofa large part of this country seeks an 
outlet. 

“Of course I can speak only for Russia, 
but there seems a similarity of interests to 
guard and to promote. Russia is at the 
entrance of her industrial and commercial 
development, and she will endeavor to 
shield this development from all that 
might retard it. We have vast countries 
just awakening from the lethargy of cen- 
turies and becoming grain lands and pas- 
ture countries, and from the outiet on the 
Chinese Sea we hope to enter the com- 
mercial world in the four quarters of the 
globe. 

“With our Siberian railroad we will carry 
to Europe the treasures of India and China. 
The tea product alone will bring us an an- 
nual income of 40000 rubles. Other staple 
products yield a proportionate figure. Then 
it is hoped to extend our merchant ma- 
rine across to your great western countries 
and bring your over-abundance into Asia 
and Africa. 

“For this reason Russia would welcome 
the United States as a factor in the coun- 
cils of the nations that must of necessity 
govern the East. We have never, officially 
or unofficially, protested against American 
occupation of the Philippines. On the con- 
trary, we have welcomed the United States 
in coming nearer to us, as one friend wel- 
comes another. It has been the source of 
much gratification to me that Mr. Hitch- 
cock, lately Ambassador to St. Petersburg, 
has told the American people about the 
attitude of Russia before and since the 
Spanish war. It would be expected that 
Russia’s Ambassador here would say that 
nothing hostile had been done against your 
country by his own. His position would 
be otherwise untenable. But Mr. Hitchcock 
is a disinterested witness, and when he has 
so cordially and so eloquently reiterated 
what I have said to the American people 
for many months 1 am, of course, deeply 
grateful.

SOUNDED THIS GOVERNMENT. 


Italy Wanted to Know America’s Pol- 
icy as to China. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Italian re- 
quest touching China was spoken of to- 
day in a new light. The action of King 
Humbert indicates that Italy is the first 
Government to recognize officially the new 
status of the United States among the pow- 
ers. It also developed that Secretary Hay 
in his reply, pointed out to the Ttalian 
Government that the United States had 
never supported or interfered in any way 
with the efforts of other governments 
secure territory or spheres of influence 
CMhina, and would certainly not do so 

the case of Italy. 

Italy's efforts to secure the support, or ; 
least the passive consent of the Unite. 
States, did not end with the presentation 
of the note and the receipt of Secretary 
Hay's reply.

NEW YORK, March 8.—Augustus Van 
Wyck is looked on as a growing Presi- 
dential possibility, and this mainly because 
of apparent favor for the defeated candi- 
date for Governor of New York in the 
South and West.

INEXPERIENCED MOTHER. 

A mother or nurse should be especially 
careful in putting the child upon its feet 
too soon he bones of a young child who 
is still nursing are deficient in lime and 
other earthy substances, which go to make 
up their strength; and many a case of bow- 
legs or distorted knees or ankles has been 
the result of a mother’s pride in showin 
that her baby is smart enough to stan 
alone. 

I think a baby, under a year, should 
never be encouraged to show its physical 
strength in any way, except in lying flat 
upon its back or stomach, and in kicking 
and thrusting about the arms, or, when 
left alone on the,floor, making its own ex- 
periment in creeping. 

As soon as baby feels strong enough to 
walk he will make experiments himself. 
Your only care need be to see that he does 
not injure himself.

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SANDERS WANTS PAY FOR TIME 
HE WAS A SOLDIER. 


DID NOT GET HIS OLD JOB. 


Kansas Youth Says a St. Louis Fizm 
of Wholesale Milliners Broks 
Faith With Him. 


A telegram from Clifton, Clay County, 
Kan., sets forth that N. P. Sanders has 
entered suit against the J. B. Rosenthal 
Millinery Company of St. Louis for $187.50, 
This sum represents salary ani damages 
because of an alleged fa‘lure of the con- 
cern to fulfill its obligations to him. San- 
ders is 21 years old and entered the employ 
of the millinery house at a salary of $235 a 
month, in March, 1998. This was just prior 
to the declaration of war against Spain, 
and at the t’me. according to the piaintiff’s 
statement, the Rosenthal establishment 
made an announcement in the public press 
that the positions of those of their em- 
nloyes who des’red to enlist would be heid 
open for them until their return. Further- 


men would be continued. The envelopes of 
the married men would be remitted to their 
wives, and the bachelors could have theirs 
sent wherever they wished. 

Sanders claims that Adolph Rosenthal, a 


member of the firm, assured him that the 
company would carry out its promises and 
that on the strength of th's assurance he 
enlisted in the Twenty-second Kansas Vol- 
unteers in June. This regiment passed the 
summer at Chickamauga, during which 
times Sanders claims not to have received 
any of his wages. Recently he was mus- 
tered out and, upon a applicat.on for 
his o!d position, he avers, that not only wes 
he refused reinstatement, but that the firm 
also refused to pay the back salary. There- 
upon he sued for the amount of his salary, 
$87.50 and $0 damages. 

The case had ite first trial before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace and Sanders won. An 
appeal has been taken to the Circuit Court, 
where the case will be heard in a short 
time. Sanders its represented only by his 
attorney, having re-enlisted in the army 
and is now on his way to Manila. 

Adolph Rosenthal, whose name is con- 
nected with the case, was seen Wednesday 
morning at his store, Seventh and Wash- 
ington av. When asked concerning the suit 
he replied that Sanders had been in his 
employ as a porter for only about five 
weeks when he expressed a desire to enlist. 
This the-.firm permitted, Mr. Rosenthal 
says, and would have paid his salary had he 
shown up on his return... This he déd not 
now do, and from the time of his enlistment 
ate now, the firm had heard nothing from 

:m. 

‘Several other of our employes enlisted,’’ 
said Mr. Rosenthal, “and upon their re- 
turn were paid in full for the time they 
were absent. Although Sanders had been 
with us but a short time we would have 
treated him similarly had he made his ap- 
pearance. The first suit went by default, 
and we will fight the verdict in the higher 
court, it being, in my opinion, entirely un- 
just.’

Excise Commissioner Higgins testified be- 
fore the Major Committee that he did not 
divide the fees of his office with anybody 
in St. Louls or the State of Missouri and 
that he had “just happened” to mail ex-
